METALLIC PAVING. 


Paris Experimenting With Iron Blocks to 
Save Wear of{the Streets. 


To obviate the occtrrence of the ruts 


which are so often formed alongside the 
rails of street car lines & French in- 
ventor has devised a metallic pavement, 
which is now being tried in Paris, In the 
French capital the wear and tear of the 
roads in consequence of this destructive 
action is eo great that the tramway 
companies pay to the city authorities an 
annual sum of $100,000 in addition to 
auother $20,000 for repairs caused by 
the lifting and readjustment of the rails. 

According to “Le Genie Civil,” the 
new pavement is made up of @ serics of 
cast iron blocks. These blocks are 91-2 
inches long, 7 inches broad and 6 inches 
deep, with grooves on both the upper and 
lower surfaces, The interior of the 
blocks is hollowed out and the spaces 
filled with concrete, They are placed 
alternately longitudinally, and trans- 
versely, and can be turned when one 
face ia worn, Three descriptions of pave- 
ment are to be tried at the same time, 
namely, stone, wood and the cast iron 
blocks. A length of 100 feet is allotted 
to each, The inventor relies upon the 
durability of the material to recoup the 
high price, which is about 40 cents for 
each block.

SPRAYING FRUIT TREES. 


Valuable Information Given by Mr. Craig, 
of the Experimental Farm. 
to a resolution passed 


In ree 

by the Fruit Growers’ Association of 
Ontario, at its last annual meeting, ask- 
ing the Dominion. Government, th 

the Experimental Farm, to undertake 
experiments in this lize, and fully re- 
cognising the importance of euch work 
to the fruit interests of the country, 
the Minister of Agriculture commis- 
sioned Mr. Craic to meet fruit growers 
in eome of the important ceutres of On- 
tario with a view to obtainug their 
co-operation and support in carrying out 
the details of the various experiments. 

The Grimbsy and St. Catharines dis- 
tricts were selected and the work com- 
menced last weck. 

Mr. Craig reports that he was met 
with the utmost cordiality by the fruit 
growers, who exp at antisfac- 
tion at the institution of the work, and 
promisea hearty support in every in- 
stance. Experiments were inaugurated 
at seven different centres in the Grimsby 
and St. Catharines districts, the unusual 
forwardness of the season preventing 
operating on 4 large scale. Peaches, 
cherries and plums were treated with 
the twofold object of preventing loss 
from a fungous disease, causing the 
fruit to rot on the tree, and inseet at- 
tacks. Apples and pears have also for 
some years past been seriously injured 
by “spotting” and “ cracking,” due to 
the presence of fuagous disease, and 
by the attacks of codling moth and 
curculio. These were sprayed with 
the hope that the injuries caused by the 
pests mentioned might be greatly les- 
sened. For early spraying, before the 
bude cpen, copper sulphate, 1 Ib., dis- 
solved in 25 gallons of water, is used. 
The next application is made just before 
the blossoms open with dilute Bordeaux 
mixture. This is prepared by dissolv- 
ing 4 Ibs. of copper sulphate in ae wany 
gallone of water, an slacking 4 !be. 
of fresh lime in the eaame quantity of 
water. The lime is then added _ to 
the copper sulphate solution and the 
whole diiuted with water to 45 gallona, 
or the capacity of an ordinary coal oil 
barrel. 

The third spraying should take place 
immediately after the blossoms have 
fallen and the fruit has set. Bordeaux 
mixture is used as before with the ad- 
dition of 4 ounces of Paris green to 
prevent the attacks of leaf-eating  in- 
secta; another application of the same 
mixture ehould be made threc weeks 
later. 

Copper earbonate is recommended for 
the last spraying, which is made two 
or three weeks later. This is prepared 
by dissolving 5 ounces of copper car- 
bonate in two quarta of ammonia and 
diluting with 45 gallons of water. The 
treatment just outlined is recommended 
for pears, apples and grapes. In spray- 
ing the etone fruits, the quantity of 
Paris green is reduced to 8 ounces per 
barrel of water, aa the foliage is more 
auaceptible to injury. 


FEED ANIMALS SEPARATELY. 


Farmers do an injury to their stock 
and to themselves as wall where they 
feed all their animals together in the 
yard. Not only does it waste feed, but 
the stronger ones get the most and the 
younger and weaker ones will scarcely 
obtain enough for maintenance, sorme- 
times. This, of course, stunts the 
growth of the young animals and gives 
the stronger ones superfluous flesh. 

We do not like the custom of feeding 
hay on racks in the yard unless the racks 
are so made as to make it almost impos- 
possible for hay to be drawn out under 
feet. It i# a wasteful method at best. 
During winter and early spring it is bet- 
ter to put the cattle up in stables and 
feed them each meal than to allow them 
to roam about the yard trampling their 
fodder under feet.

The World’s Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago, with its sweeping suceesses for 
dairying, is of enormous benefit to us in 
Ontario who will profit by the lessons 
taught thereby, and follow up the tre- 
mendous advantage such an advertise- 
ment as that was of the Province’s capa- 
bilities in the production of the finest 
butter and cheese. 

It is not to be wondered at, therefore, 
that the 17th annual conventions of the 
two Dairymen’s Associations, those of 
Eastern and Western Ontario, dealing 
with cheese-making, and that of the 
Creameries’ Association of Ontario, cov- 
ering the whole Province in its scope as 
a gathering of butter makers, should 
this year have been brighter and bet- 
ter than any ever held before.

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A JEALOUS MAN'S CRIME.

Fatally Stabbed His Wifé and Cut 
His Own Throat. 


AN UGLY MAN WHEN DUNK, 


A Waveriy, N.Y., despatch says: Alan- 
gop Hyatt, who figured in a serious dis- 
turbance a week ago to-day, went to 
his home on Clark street early this 
afternoon, stabbed his wife and then cut 
his own chroat. iiyatt died almost in- 
stautly and his wile expired soon after. 
Fawmily trouble of jong standing is the 
Cause assigued for the tragedy. 

Alauson, or Laut, Hyatt was 53 years 
oid, aud his family moved several years 
aco from his farm to Clark street, Wav- 
erly, to allow a daughter to ‘attend 
school. Subsequentiy Hyatt wanted to 
move back to the farm. but his wife 
refused, and they lived apart. This 
aiteruoon Myatt went to his wile’s home, 
crawled in a cellar wiudow, went up 
stairs, and with a dirk kuife stabbed 
her four times, once iu the back, once 
iu the side and three times in the neck. 
Phen he cut his own turoat and died 
immediately. Mrs. Hyatt died about 
+ oclock. Three daughiers, one of whom 
is married, oue a dressmaker, one in 
scLuol, survive him. 

Last Wednesday Iyatt, who had a 
spau of horses, drove up to his house, 
lett the horses standing untied, and 
weut in. He found there Joseph Hazen, 
a boarder, who works in Decker’s tan- 
ery. Mrs. Hyatt was at bome, also, 
Hyatt was ig an ugly mood at the time, 
being somewhat under the influence of 
liquor. He long had been displeased at 
having Hazen in the house, and on this 
occasiou expressed his objections in 
strong terms. There was a heated 
argument, and Hyatt, in a jealous rage, 
ordered Hazen irom the house. This 
Hazen objected to dving. Hyatt there- 
upon attacked the unwelcome boarder, 
striking him a vicious blow upon The 
head, using a piece of an oil stove as 
& weapon. In the struggle which ensued 
& pickaxe and other weapons were used. 
Both men were badly scratched, but man- 
aged to guard against cack other's as- 
saults so as to avoid serious injury. The 
fight ended in both men rolling out of 
the door. 

Hyatt jumped up from the ground and 
renewed his attack. Hazen, by this time 
thoroughly frightened, started down- 
town, with Hyatt in pursuit. When the 
men reached Broad street the excitemeng 
over the runaway eclipsed their own 
over the fight, and hostilities ceased. 
Later Hazen swore out a warrant for 
Hyatt, charging him with assault in the 
second degree. Hyatt was arrested and 
placed in $500 bail to appear before 
the Grand Jury at Oswego. 

After some effort Hyatt got bail and 
was released. But he could not get 
over his batred of Hazen. Hyatt was 
peaceable when sober, but hard to get 
slong with when drunk. 


MALADIES FROM EARLY MARRIAGES. 

In 8 discussion before the London 
Diocesan Conference it was declared as 
the unauimous opinion of that body that 
the evil of early marriages has grown 
to such an extent as to render some re- 
form in the marriage laws urgently 
necessary. Subsequentiy, at the Con- 
grees of Hygiene, Dr. Korosi, of Buda 
Pesth, read a paper on “ The Influence 
of the Age of Parents on the Vitality 
of Their Children,” containing remark- 
able statements in line with the above 
declaration. He showed from a com- 
parison of eeveral thousand eases that 
the proportion of deaths among children 
from weakly constitutions or maladies 
traceable to the mother were twice ae 
large among the children of mvothere 
under 20 as among the children of 
mothers over 30. Investigations also 
showed that the healthicet offspring was 
bern of mothers between 20 and 30, uni- 
ted to husbands between 30 and 40; 
where either husband or wife was uuder 
20, the offepring proved generally 
wenkly, this being the case even in Hun- 
gary, where the girle become women at 
the age of 13. In that country, too, 15 
per cent. of the number of marriages 
show the brides to be under 20 years 
of age, and in England 12 per cent.
